Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fifth  annual  report  on  the  state  of 
the  public  health  in  the  Wareham  and  Purbeck  Rural  District.  This  covers 
the  calendar  year  1968.  Those  sections  of  the  report  concerning  sanitary 
conditions  have  been  compiled  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  District  at  mid  1968  showed  an  increase 
of  280  on  the  estimated  mid  1967  population,  and  an  increase  of  3,289  on  the 
Census  population  of  1961. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  District  compared  favourably  with  those  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole.  The  number  of  live  births  exceeded  deaths 
by  138. 

Completion  of  the  Joint  Sewage  Works  at  Keys worth  and  the  Sewage  Works 
at  Black  Heath  have  alleviated  many  problems  in  the  District.  The  Sewerage 
Schemes  at  Lytchett  Matravers,  Beacon  Hill  and  Holton  Heath  will  eliminate 
other  black  spots. 

Toilet  facilities  are  required  at  Bere  Regis  and  Upton  preferably  in 
the  centre  of  the  villages  for  use  of  persons  other  than  tourists  in  transit. 
Holiday  makers  require  toilets  at  Shell  Bay.  Layby  toilets  for  motorists 
are  necessary  west  of  Bere  Regis  where  they  would  serve  travellers  on  the 
A31  and  A35  roads. 


Each  season  the  problem  of  indiscriminate  camping  especially  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  District  becomes  more  acute.  This  applies  especially 
to  the  short  stay  caravaners  and  to  those  camping  in  tents.  It  is  felt  that 
further  sites  for  tourists  should  be  provided  possibly  managed  by  the 
Council  itself.

Note :  Area  Comparability  Factors  -  (Vital  Statistics) 

The  area  comparability  factors  for  birth  and  death  rates  included 
in  this  report  are  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General.  They  make  allowances 
for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population 
differs  from  that  for  England  and  WTales  as  a  whole.  In  addition  the  death 
comparability  factor  has  been  adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the 
presence  of  any  residential  institution  in  the  area.  When  the  local  crude 
birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area  comparability 
factor  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or 
with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area.

The  Poole  and  Ea3t  Dorset  Water  Board  which  was  formed  on  the 
1st  April  I960,  controls  the  public  water  supply  in  the  District  apart 
from  the  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Water  Undertaking.  In  the  areas  supplied 
by  public  supplies  the  water  has  been  adequate  and  maintained  at  a  satis¬ 
factory  standard  of  purity. 

Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board's  Supply 

The  north-west  part  of  the  District  is  supplied  from  the  Briants- 
puddle  Waterworks  which  obtains  its  water  from  two  boreholes.  The  supply 
is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  distribution  to  the  parishes  of  Aff puddle, 
Turners puddle,  Bere  Regis,  Wool  with  a  bulk  supply  to  Bovington  Camp, 

Winfrith  and  Moreton.  The  latter  parishes  are  supplied  by  a  main  from  the 
Black  Hill  reservoir  via  Gallows  Hill.  The  United  Kingdom  Atomic  Energy 
Establishment  has  a  bulk  supply  direct  from  the  reservoir  near 
Culpeppers  Dish. 

Bloxworth  and  Horden  are  now  supplied  from  Hi lb or ne  St.  Andrew  Water¬ 
works  by  a  P.V.C.  main  laid  from  Winterborne  Anderson  to  Bloxworth. 

A  new  main  has  been  laid  from  Gallows  Hill  to  Worgret  with  a  branch 
to  Binnegar.  Briantspuddle  water  can  be  pumped  into  the  Wareham  area  and 
from  there  northwards  and  southwards  if  required.  Alternatively  Sturminster 
Harshall  and/or  Corfe  Ilullen  water  can  be  pumped  into  the  north-west  part 
of  the  District. 

The  parishes  of  Lytchett  Minster  and  Lytchett  Matravers  are  supplied 
from  the  Sturminster  Marshall  Waterworks  and  the  Corfe  Mullen  Waterworks. 

At  any  time  the  water  may  be  from  either  Works  or  a  mixture  of  both. 

The  Sturminster  Marshall  water  is  hard  as  it  has  not  been  treated  by  a 
softening  process.  Otherwise  the  two  supplies  are  fully  treated  and  highly 
satisfactory.  A  new  reservoir  of  three  million  gallons  is  being  con¬ 
structed  near  the  school  in  Lytchett  Matravers  to  store  water  from  the 
Sturminister  Marshall  Works .  The  reservoir  will  be  mainly  to  serve  the 
Poole  area. 

The  former  Admiralty  main  conveys  water  from  Corfe  Mullen  and/or 
Sturminster  Marshall  to  Holton  Heath.  The  extension  of  this  main  south¬ 
wards  to  Corfe  Castle  takes  the  mixed  supply  to  Sandford,  Carey,  Stoborough, 
Ridge,  Corfe  Castle,  Harmans  Cross,  Langton  Matravers,  Acton  and  Worth 
Matravers . 

The  Worgret  Waterworks  which  belonged  to  the  Wareham  Borough  Council 
prior  to  I960,  pumps  water  from  a  shallow  well  with  a  high  iron  content. 

The  part  of  the  Rural  District  supplied  from  there  is  the  Bestwall  area. 

The  mixed  supply  from  Holton  Health  has  been  distributed  there  also. 

Corfe  Castle  Works  have  been  little  used  during  1968.  The  open  sand 
filters  have  been  abandoned  and  a  now  treatment  plant  installed  including 
apparatus  for  superchlorination  followed  by  dechlorination.  Because  of 
possible  danger  of  contamination  when  water  near  the  Works  is  high,  pumping 
will  only  be  carried  on  when  it  is  below  a  defined  limit.  Bacteriological 
results  have  been  poor;  only  a  small  amount  of  water  has  been  pumped  for 
distribution. 

Water  pumped  from  Ulwell  is  only  distributed  in  the  Swanage  Urban 
District  during  peak  hours;  it  is  not  distributed  to  the  Rural  District. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Church  Knowle  was  supplied  with  water  from 
a  local  spring  which  was  liable  to  contamination  when  flooding  occurred. 

A  new  main  has  been  laid  from  Corfe  Castle  to  Church  Knowle,  and  the  spring 
supply  no  longer  used. 
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The  Water  Board  intends  supplying  the  houses  along  the  Furzebrook 
Road  when  funds  are  available.  The  construction  of  the  reservoir  and 
laying  of  distribution  main3  are  well  advanced  for  the  provision  of  a 
water  supply  to  the  Hyde  area  of  Bere  Regis  parish.

(The  term  "Poole  Water"  is  used  for  the  water  pumped  from 
Corfc  Mullen  and/or  Sturminster  Marshall ) 


The  water  supplied  during  the  year  was  sufficient  to  meet  all  demands 
in  the  area  supplied  by  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset  Water  Board.  Only  the 
raw  water  from  Worgret  had  any  plumbo-solvency  and  this  was  corrected 
during  the  iron  removal  process  continuously  applied  at  the  pumping  station. 

Frequent  checks  of  chlorine  residual  were  made  in  the  control  of  treat¬ 
ment  plants  and  in  supplies  taken  from  mains  and  consumers  taps  in  the  area. 


Lulworth  Castle  Estate  Water  Undertaking 

The  Lulworth  Castle  Estate  supplies  piped  water  statutorily  to  West 
Lulworth  from  a  20  ft.  well  in  the  village.  Before  distribution  it  is 
chlorinated  and  is  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

The  Estate  distributes  water  from  West  Lulworth  privately  to  East 
Lulworth  and  Coombe  Keynes.  It  also  supplies  water  to  East  Chaldon  village 
and  Estate  farms  in  Winfrith  and  Chaldon  Herring  parishes  from  a  25  ft.  well 
near  East  Chaldon.  This  supply  is  treated  with  chlorine  before  distribution. 
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Privately  Owned  Village  Supplies 


Kimme ridge 

Water  from  several  small  springs  is  collected  in  a  reservoir  whence 
it  is  gravity  fed  to  houses  in  the  village  and  round  Kimmeridge  Bay  and 
pumped  to  farms  lying  above  the  village.  The  supply  has  recently  been 
improved  by  the  enlargement  of  the  reservoir  and  the  substitution  of  a 
chlorination  plant  for  the  former  pressure  filters. 

Bacteriological  samples  taken  during  the  year  all  proved  to  be 
satisfactory. 


Arne 


This  small  hamlet  of  some  eight  houses  is  supplied  with  water  from 
a  borehole  close  to  the  shore. 

Both  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  have  given  satisfactory 
analyses . 


Kingston 

The  supply  to  this  village  is  derived  from  surface  springs  collected 
in  a  reservoir  and  thence  gravity  fed  to  dwellings.  Blashenwell  Camp  is 
also  supplied  from  this  source. 

The  supply  is  chlorinated  and  has  given  satisfactory  analyses  through¬ 
out  the  year. 


Browns ea  Island 


The  National  Trust  supplies  ivater  to  the  majority  of  houses  on  the 
island  viz.  the  Castle  and  those  houses  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
Quay.  The  Scout  site  on  the  south  of  the  island  has  it3  own  borehole, 
while  other  dispersed  and  individual  dwellings  have  private  wells. 

Of  eleven  samples  taken  during  the  year  only  one  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory. 


The  parish  of  Steeple  is  generally  divided  into  some  small  hamlet 
areas  as  follows  - 

Ijanor  jand  Church  Area 

Here  some  five  houses  are  supplied  by  a  privately  owned 
spring  collected  to  a  small  reservoir  and  gravity  fed 
to  the  houses. 

Blackmans ton 

The  Council’s  houses  in  this  area  are  similarly  supplied 
by  a  spring  and  gravitjr  fed  system. 

Grange 

Dwellings  in  the  Creech  Grange  and  Old  Bond  Street  area  are 
supplied  by  springs  and  reservoir  at  Aldermoor. 

Analyses  have  prived  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.

Although  the  main  village  is  supplied  b y  the  Poole  and  East  Dorset 
Water  Board  supply  two  small  hamlet  areas  in  the  parish,  viz.  East  Creech 
and  Furzebrook  are  supplied  by  privately  owned  spring  and  borehole  supplies. 
However  during  the  year  a  connection  was  made  from  the  Poole  and  East 
Dorset  Water  Board's  reservoir  at  Cocknowle  to  the  private  mains  at  East 
Creech  so  that  this  hamlet  is  now  supplied  by  public  mains. 


Individual  Wells  and  Springs 

As  water  mains  and  their  extension  spread  out  into  the  rural  districts 
reliance  on  individual  wells  and  springs  becomes  less  marked  with  the 
result  that  routine  sampling  of  communal  wells  is  no  longer  undertaken. 

Hoi/ever,  water  samples,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological,  are  readily 
undertaken  by  the  Department  and  advice  given  on  the  construction  or 
repair  of  private  individual  wells  and  bores.

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SEWERAGE  MD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Work  continued  during  the  year  on  the  Council's  programme  for  the 
sewering  of  villages  which  have  a  mains  water  supply.  Mr.  R.  H.  Leonard, 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  has  kindly  supplied  notes  on  the  progress  of 
schemes . 

3ere  Regis  and  Lytchett  Mat ravers 

Stage  I  Bere  Regis 

This  stage  which  includes  the  whole  of  the  sewerage,  pumping  station 
and  rising  mains  serving  the  village  of  Bere  Regis,  together  with  the  joint 
disposal  works  at  Blackheath  which  are  to  serve  both  the  villages  of  Bere 
Regis  and  Lytchett  Mat ravers ,  was  completed  on  14th  January  1968. 

Stage  II  Lytchett  Matravers 

Work  on  the  provision  of  sewers,  etc.  in  the  village  of  Lytchett 
Matravers  commenced  in  July  1968,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  some  95a>  of 
9”  sewers,  75/^  of  6”  sewers  and  90/u  of  rising  mains  were  completed  and 
also  70, y  of  the  three  pumping  stations. 

Owing  to  the  topography  of  the  area  and  the  manner  or  sequence  in 
which  the  sewers  have  been  laid  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  the  lower  parts 
of  the  village  will  be  capable  of  connection  in  the  spring  of  next  year. 


Wareham  Joint  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme 

Work  on  this  scheme  which  began  in  September  1967,  came  into 
operation  in  November  1968. 


Sandf ord 


New  trunk  S.W.  and  four  sewers  from  Sandf ord,  crossing  under  the 
railway,  to  the  above  new  works  also  became  operational  in  November  1968. 

Projected  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes 

Schemes  for  the  sewering  of  the  Organford  and  Beacon  Hill  areas 
were  prepared,  approved  by  the  Council  and  deposited  for  Ministry  approval 
during  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  invitation  to  tender  will  be  approved 
early  in  1969. 

Preliminary  work  on  a  scheme  for  Lytchett  Minster  and  the  relief  of 
the  existing  Upton  plant  was  submitted  to  and  received  Council  approval 
in  principle. 

The  Rural  Council  have  accepted  the  need  for  further  schemes  for 
Aff puddle,  Briantspuddle,  Stoborough  and  Ridge  and  preliminary  works  and 
drawings  for  suitable  schemes  were  also  undertaken  for  these  areas. 


Additional  Sewers 

In  addition  to  sewers  constructed  by  the  Council,  the  Council  approved 
the  adoption,  in  accordance  with  Sections  17  and  18  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  of  the  following  sewers  serving  new  housing  estates.

Sewage  Disposal 

The  West  Lulworth  sewage  which  is  untreated  is  discharged  into  the 
sea  in  deep  water  to  the  west  of  Lulworth  Cove.  Bestwall  and  Carey  sewage 
discharged  untreated  into  the  adjoining  Wareham  Borough  sewers.  Langton 
Matravers  sewage  is  discharged  untreated  into  the  Swanage  Urban  District 
Council’s  sewers.  Sandford  sewage  is  treated  by  sedimentation,  sludge 
drying  and  effluent  filtration,  the  effluent  is  discharged  into  the  River 
Piddle.  Wool,  Corfe  Castle,  Upton  and  Studland  sewage  are  similarly 
treated  and  discharged  into  the  Rivers  Frome  and  Corfe  and  Lytchett  Bay 
and  Brand's  Bay  respectively. 


Conveniences 

Corfe  Castle 

Since  1951  the  Rural  District  Council  have  provided  a  public  convenience 
to  meet  the  need  of  the  tourists  visiting  the  village. 

Lulworth  Cove 

Conveniences  are  supplied  at  Lulworth  Cove  by  the  Castle  Estate  to 
meet  the  need  of  visitors.  These  conveniences  were  rebuilt  in  1967  by  the 
Council  jointly  with  the  Estate. 

Studland 

The  Council  converted  the  old  telephone  exchange  in  1 958  into  public 
conveniences.  Conveniences  are  provided  at  both  ends  of  the  beach  by  the 
Estate  owner  to  meet  the  need  of  visitors.  The  one  near  the  main  beach 

has  been  reconstructed  with  the  advent  of  the  new  water  and  sewerage  system. 
The  other  is  being  replaced,  and  the  work  started  in  1968. 


Wool 

A  public  convenience  was  built  in  Wool  during  the  year,  and  put 
into  use. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Refuse  Collection 

The  pilot  paper  sack  scheme  carried  out  at  Arnold's  Caravan  Site 
was  so  successful  that  the  owner  has  carried  it  on  at  his  own  expense. 
However,  it  showed  that  a  general  extension  of  the  system  to  cover  the 
whole  District  would  be  uneconomic  until  a  back  door  collection  is 
required  by  the  Government.  Nevertheless  private  undertakings  such  as 
Estate  enterprises  are  being  encouraged  to  use  this  method  at  their  own 
expense  and  facilities  are  offered  through  the  Council  for  obtaining 
holders,  stands  and  paper  sacks.  This  system  has  been  operating 
successfully  on  Brownsea  Island  and  with  the  Smodmore  Estate. 

General  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  areas;  tipping  is 
onto  the  tip  operated  by  a  private  firm  on  Worgret  Heath. 


Countryside  Refuse 

Parking  places,  especially  laybys  on  A  roads,  but  increasingly  on 
minor  roads,  continue  to  be  an  eyesore  by  the  amount  of  rubbish  loft 
lying  around  by  the  public.  Where  possible  litter  bins  or  sacks  arc 
supplied  and  emptied  by  the  refuse  service. 


Cesspool  Emptying 

Demands  for  this  service  are  still  increasing.  Efforts  are  being 
made  to  acquire  an  area  of  heathland  and/or  construct  a  special  plant 
for  the  disposal  of  all  sludge. 


ATONIC  ENERGY  RESEARCH  ESTABLISHMENT,  WINFRITH 


Liaison 


The  Council  is  represented  on  the  Liaison  Committee  which  was  set 
up  in  1959  to  deal  with  health,  safety,  and  the  public  relation  aspects 
of  this  research  establishment. 

Disposal  of  Radioactive  Wastes. 

Radioactive  waste  from  this  establishment  is  conveyed  by  a  small 
pipe  inside  a  larger  pipe  to  Arish  Mell  from  where  the  pipe  lino  extends 
two  miles  out  to  sea.  With  the  tidal  peculiarities  caused  by  the  Isle 
of  Portland  the  tides  flow  towards  the  shore  for  three  hours  and  away 
from  the  land  for  nine  hours;  this  helps  to  stop  any  radioactive  effluent 
being  washed  towards  the  shore.  No  complaints  have  been  received  regard¬ 
ing  the  disposal  of  radioactive  wastes.  The  quantity  discharged  during 
1968,  and  the  strength  of  the  effluent  were  considerably  less  than  the 
e-mounts  permitted  under  the  official  authorisation.

Brucella  Abortus 


During  the  year  notification  was  received  concerning  the  incidence 
of  brucella  abortus  in  wo  herds  in  the  rural  district.  In  both  instances 

informal  action  was  taken  to  ensure  that  the  bulk  of  each  of  the  herds ' 
supply  was  sent  for  pasteurisation,  while  that  part  of  the  supply  for  use 
on  each  of  the  respective  farms  was  taken  from  cows  known  to  be  free 
from  infection. 

By  similar  action  it  was  possible  to  temporarily  suspend  the  sale  of 
cream  from  one  of  the  herds. 


Milk  Sampling 

A  total  of  85  samples  of  milk  was  taken  in  the  district  by  the 
sampling  officer  of  the  Dorset  County  Council.  4  samples  of  pasteurised 
milk  failed  to  pass  the  methylene  blue  test  but  passed  the  phosphatase  test. 


Ice  Cream 


During  the  year  2  registrations  were  made  under  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  bringing  the  number  of  premises  on  the  register 
to  112. 

Of  the  87  samples  of  soft  ice  cream  taken  81  were  placed  in 
Provisional  Grade  I,  6  in  Grade  II,  while  2  samples  of  water  ices  were 
found  to  give  a  satisfactory  analysis. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods 

The  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  district,  at  Nest  Street,  Corfe  Castle, 
was  relicensed  and  during  the  year  a  lOQjt  meat  inspection  service  was  again 
maintained. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  number  of  animals  killed  and  therefore 
the  amount  of  moat  inspected,  increased  by  some  38^  above  the  1967  figures. 

In  this  connection  an  application  was  made  by  the  owner  to  increase 
the  size  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  to  provide  additional  hanging  room 
accommodation.  Due  to  some  several  features,  particularly  with  regard  to 
Planning,  the  application  was  not  agreed.

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HOUSING 


Although  the  total  number  of  new  houses  erected  in  the  district 
dropped  from  the  1967  figure  of  212  to  184,  the  number  erected  by  private 
enterprise  rose  from  128  to  164. 

The  Council  were  responsible  for  the  completion  of  an  Old  Persons 
Group  dwelling  scheme,  involving  16  housing  units  and  also  for  the  erection 
of  4  one-bedroom  bungalows. 

During  the  year  no  demolition  orders  or  closing  orders  were  made  and 
only  2  undertakings  not  to  relot  were  accepted.  Somewhat  similarly  it 
was  not  found  necessary  to  resort  to  statutory  action  under  either  the 
Housing  or  Public  Health  Acts,  although  informal  action  resulted  in  the 
repair  of  23  houses  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  36  houses  under  the  Public 
Health  Acts.  Although  it  is  pleasing  to  mention  that  duties  of  this 
nature  show  some  reduction  on  former  years,  seeming  to  indicate  an  improved 
housing  standard  throughout  the  district,  it  is  somewhat  disconcerting  to 
note  that  the  majority  of  housing  complaints  are  made  only  to  enhance  the 
complainants  application  for  a  Council  house,  and  not  to  have  defects 
remedied,  which  would  otherwise  render  the  dwelling  fit  for  habitation. 

That  the  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  showing  improvement 
is  due,  apart  from  the  construction  of  new  dwellings,  in  no  small  measure 
to  the  Council's  implementation  of  the  Housing  Acts  with  regard  to 
Discretionary  and  Standard  improvement  Grants  and  of  a  total  number  of 
houses  in  the  district  in  1949,  many  of  which  at  that  time  would  have  been 
equipped  with  bathroom,  just  over  1000  or  some  211/^  have  been  improved. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  houses  or  houses  let  in  lodgings  in 
the  district.

The  summer  holiday  season  again  brought  its  problem  of  the  use  of 
unauthorised  sites  for  caravans  and  camping  conflicting  with  Planning 
policy  of  keeping  the  coastal  belt  free  of  such  development. 

It  was  possible  to  keep  two  such  sites  under  observation  for  the 
required  periods  with  the  result  that  enforcement  action  in  accordance 
with  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Jlct3  was  taken  in  respect  of  one  tented 
site  and  a  prosecution  taken  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  in  respect  of  one  caravan  site. 

One  tented  site  was  licenced  in  accordance  with  Section  269,  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936.

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Legislation  relating  to  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases 
has  been  altered  considerably  during  the  year  under  review.  The  Public 
Health  (infectious  Jaundice)  Regulations  1968,  which  came  into  force  on 
15th  June  1968,  made  infective  jaundice  notifiable.  Six  cases  were 
notified  after  the  Regulations  came  into  force. 


The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1968,  amended  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases  and  the  following  are  those  which  are  notified  now 
by  Act  of  Parliament  - 

Cholera  Relapsing  fever  Typhus 

Plague  Smallpox  Food  Poisoning 


The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968,  came 
into  force  on  1st  October  1968.  These  Regulations  consolidated  with 
amendments  all  previous  regulations  relating  to  the  notification  and 
prevention  of  infectious  disease  except  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925.

The  Public  Health  (Fees  for  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases) 
Order  1963,  increase  the  fee  to  be  paid  to  a  medical  practitioner  for 
the  notification  of  an  infectious  disease. 


The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
continues  to  remain  low.  No  case  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or  enteric 
fever  (typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers)  was  notified  during  the  year. 


The  absence  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  acute  poliomyelitis  can  be 
attributed  to  the  effective  immunisation  of  infants  and  young  children 
against  these  diseases.  Babies  are  immunised  with  diphtheria,  tetanus 
(lockjaw)  and  whooping  cough  vaccine  during  the  second  six  months  of  life. 
A  reinforcing  dose  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus  is  given  just  prior  to 
entry  to  school  at  five  years,  and  another  reinforcing  dose  of  tetanus 
vaccine  at  twelve  years  old. 


The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  acute  poliomyelitis  includes 
all  persons  up  to  forty  years  of  age  and  certain  priority  groups  above 
this  age  likely  to  special  risk  of  infection.  This  includes  persons 
proceeding  to  areas  which  have  a  high  incidence  of  acute  poliomyelitis . 
Almost  all  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  by  mouth  with  the  Sabin 
vaccine  which  is  a  modified  live  virus.  The  primary  doses  are  given  to 
babies  in  the  second  six  months  of  life  at  the  same  time  as  the  triple 
vaccine  against  diphtheria,  tetanus  and  whooping  cough.  A  reinforcing 
dose  is  given  on  entry  to  school  and  again  at  twelve  years  old. 
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Measles  vaccine,  attenuated  live  vaccine,  became  available  during 
1968,  and  children  in  the  age  group  1  year  to  4  years  were  immunised  first, 
and  then  extended  up  to  seven  years  of  age,  and  later  to  eleven  years. 

Wine  cases  of  measles  were  notified  in  the  district  during  the  second  and 
third  quarters  of  the  year,  but  in  the  fourth  quarter  there  were  no  noti¬ 
fications  and  it  was  thought  that  this  was  due  to  the  effect  of  the 
immunising  campaign. 


Primary  vaccination  against  smallpox  for  babies  is  performed  between 
the  first  and  second  birthdays,  and  is  now  fitted  into  the  immunisation 
schedule  at  fifteen  months.  The  multi-pressure  technique  is  used. 

Scarlet  fever  although  a  mild  disease  is  still  notifiable.  Five  cases 
were  notified  during  the  year. 


Whooping  cough  continues  to  be  mild  in  character;  only  two  cases 
were  notified  during  the  year. 


No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 


There  were  two  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  and  two 
cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis;  all  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  been  considerably 
reduced  by  the  measures  that  have  been  taken  over  the  years.  All  contacts 
of  cases  of  tuberculosis  are  investigated  to  pick  up  sources  of  infection 
and  other  new  cases.  There  are  no  longer  open  sessions  for  persons  to 
attend  the  mass  miniature  radiography  unit  for  chest  X-rays,  as  it  has 
been  considered  that  the  number  of  cases  picked  up  at  such  sessions  do  not 
warrant  the  time  and  expense.  Instead  it  has  been  made  much  easier  for 
general  practitioners  to  have  their  patients  X-rayed  in  case  of  chest 
infection. 


At  five  years  old  new  school  entrants  are  tested  for  tuberculosis  by 
the  Heaf  skin  test.  Very  few  positives  have  been  found  and  no  positive 
child  has  been  found  to  have  active  tuberculosis.  Xowever,  positives  at 
this  age  does  give  an  index  of  unsuspected  tuberculosis  in  the  community. 

At  thirteen  years  of  age.all  school  children  are  retested  by  the  Heaf  test 
and  if  negative  offered  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  with  3.C.G.  vaccine.
